Teachers go on strike 
at Archbishop McGrath 


A ROW has broken out over a strike by teachers at Archbishop 
McGrath Catholic High School in Brackla, Bridgend, which 
began yesterday (Wednesday) and was set to continue today. 

The teachers are employed by the Catholic Church, but Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) is also involved in running the school, and a spokes¬ 
person for BCBC told The GEM that the teachers’ demands had been granted 
at a meeting on Monday, January 13. 

A spokesperson for the school said: “Following a positive meeting on Monday

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between the headteacher, 
the governing body and 
the NASUWT which 
addressed their mem¬ 
bers’ concerns, a series 
of actions has been 
agreed which are now 
being implemented. 

“While it is disap¬ 
pointing to see the indus¬ 
trial action going ahead 
despite this positive 
development, the school 
is confident that work 
with the NASUWT will 
continue, and that further 
disruption for pupils can 
be avoided.” 

It was the following 
day (Tuesday) when 
the NASUWT - The 
Teachers’ Union at 
Archbishop McGrath 
Catholic High School 
sent out a press release 
announcing the first 
of four planned days 
of strike action on 
Wednesday, January 
14 over what the union 
described as “adverse 
management practices 
relating to the detrimen¬ 
tal and inappropriate 
treatment of members 
which is impacting on 
their health and welfare.”

Plans revealed for 
Pencoed power plant 


A NEW standby power plant could be 
built in Pencoed if plans are given the 
go-ahead. 

The proposals involve a gas engine-powered 
generation facility that can generate electricity on 
an ‘as required’ basis. 

The applicant, Energion Ltd, said the power 
plant would be called into operation when demand 
may exceed the available capacity of the network, 
helping to support the grid in times of regional and 
national emergency. 

The 40MW energy project includes nine 4.5MW 
gas generators, a substation and associated electrical 
equipment within a fenced area. The site, on agri¬ 
cultural land, is next to the substation just north of 
Felindre Road. 

Agents said the substation had been identified 
by the local district network operator Western 
Power Distribution as a substation that should take 
additional generation. 

According to the application, initial plans 
involved 20 2MW generators which were then 
replaced by the larger generators, with the applicant 
saying they had a smaller footprint, were quieter and 
produce less emissions. 

The application states: ‘Most forms of renewable 
electricity generation exhibit uncontrolled increases 
or decreases in output and therefore the closure of 
old coal and nuclear power stations causes threats of 
lack of supply and dramatic price volatility. 

‘The proposed plant is a temporary development 
with permission being required for 25 years. It 
will provide back-up power during times of peak 
demand and it is a necessary reinforcement measure 
to ensure long-term sustainable local and regional 
power distribution.’ 

It adds: ‘The electricity generated will essentially 
plug the shortfall to ensure continued delivery of 
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power to the local community and businesses as 
well as enabling local infrastructure to continue to 
be served by power for example, street lighting and 
other public facilities and services.’ 

The application is being considered by the 
Planning Inspectorate Wales due to the develop¬ 
ment being classed as a Development of National 
Significance (DNS) - all energy generation projects 
of between 10MW and 350MW come within the 
DNS system. 

It means an appointed inspector will consider 
evidence from the applicant, the local authority and 
other statutory consultees and interested parties. 

The application states that the proposed gas 
generators were likely to operate for around 1,200 
hours a year and it was ‘extremely unlikely’ they 
would operate between 11pm and 5 am. 

In a report put together by Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) planning officers which 
goes before the local authority’s development con¬ 
trol committee today (January 16), officers said 
it was considered the impact of the development 
on the amenity of the local community and the 
landscape would be “neutral”. 

They said: “The visual impact of the development 
can be softened by appropriate landscaping and 
it is considered that the development would not 
have a significant impact on wildlife interests, 
human health or highway safety. The proposed 
development would also only be temporary and the 
land can be returned to its agricultural use following 
the 25-year period.”

Barnardo’s view on 
smacking legislation 

O UR Assembly Members will soon have the 
chance to change the law to protect chil¬ 
dren from physical punishment, improve 
lives and bring Wales into line with 52 other 
countries. 

Following decades of cross sector campaigning 
we at Bamardo’s Cymru warmly anticipate that 
AMs will vote to pass the Children (Ending the 
Defence of Reasonable Punishment) (Wales) Bill on 
Tuesday, January 28. 

It would see Wales following Scotland in bringing 
an end to an outdated and unhelpful legal loophole 
which has denied our children the same right to pro¬ 
tection from assault as adults have. 

Children’s rights have been enshrined in law in 
Wales for almost two decades and our culture of 
family life and parenting is one where positive par¬ 
enting approaches are preferred. In 2016, a survey 
found that 76% of Welsh parents had not smacked 
their children in the previous six months. 

Positive parenting works in guiding and managing 
children’s behaviour, while strengthening rather 
than undermining family relationships. 

In countries where equal protection has already 
been introduced it has not been uncommon for 
there to be concerns, including the potential crim- 
inalisation of parents, but the fears have proved to 
be unfounded. This law will simply bring the right 
to protection from assault in line with that which 
adults enjoy. 

The change will need to be communicated effect¬ 
ively and there must be support in place for those 
parents who need it. Both will be addressed under 
this Bill.

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Row over school strike

SPEAKING on Tuesday, Chris 
Keates, General Secretary 
(Acting) of the NASUWT, 
said: “The NASUWT members 
at Archbishop McGrath regret 
any disruption this strike action 
causes to pupils or parents, 
but they have been left with 
no choice other than to take 
this action due to the repeated 
failure of the employer to take 
seriously their concerns about 
the way in which they are 
being managed. 

“Members have reported extremely 
high levels of work-related stress and 
anxiety as a result of unrealistic expec¬ 
tations and unreasonable deadlines 
being imposed on them. When they 
have attempted to discuss this with the 
employer, their concerns have been 
dismissed. 

“The NASUWT has repeatedly 
attempted to work with the employer 


to find a resolution to the dispute, 
but the concerns of members remain 
unaddressed. 

“We hope that the employer will 
recognise the need to take its duty of 
care to its employees seriously so that 
further strike action can be avoided.” 

Mark Morris, NASUWT National 
Executive for South East Wales, 
said: “The NASUWT members at 
Archbishop McGrath want a safe, sup¬ 
portive and respectful working envi¬ 
ronment. At the moment that cannot 
be guaranteed. 

“We will continue to be in discus¬ 
sions with the employer to try to avoid 
further disruption, but we need the 
employer to wake up to the reality of 
the situation in the school.” 

A BCBC spokesperson added: “As 
a result, the school will only be open 
to year-11, year-12 and year-13 on 
these dates. Pupils from all other years 
should not attend while the industrial 
action is underway. The school will 
reopen on Friday, January 17.” 

The GEM approached the NASUWT 
for a comment but, at the time of going 
to press, none had been received.

New MP threatens legal 
action against council 


BRIDGEND county borough is starting the new 
year with one significant change in the political 
landscape - and one unusual development. 

The change, of course, is that Bridgend now has a Conservative 
MP, the first time for 32 years, after Jamie Wallis was elected on 
December 12, unseating Labour’s Madeleine Moon and overturn¬ 
ing a majority of 4,700. 

Mr Wallis now has a majority of just over 1,000. 

The unusual development is that the new MP is threatening 
legal action against his local authority, Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) - something that hasn’t happened before (as 
far as The GEM can remember) although it was always highly 
unlikely that a Labour MP would have legal issues with what has 
always been a Labour local authority. 

Reports in the national press have said the legal reaction relates 
to BCBC’s response to a Freedom of Information request, asking 
for details about complaints to trading standards concerning Mr 
Wallis’ companies. 

Mr Wallis has a long career as an online entrepreneur, operating 
a considerable number of companies, and some complaints to 
trading standards listed in the Fol relate to companies that are no 


longer trading. 

One media report put the total number of complaints at over 
800. The Fol also said that BCBC trading standards had made 20 
enforcement visits to Mr Wallis’ companies. 

Mr Wallis has responded to these reports, branding the Fol from 
BCBC as “completely untrue”. 

In his response, he said that there had been no enforcement 
visits to any of his businesses, but made no comment on the total 
of complaints to trading standards quoted in the Fol. 

A week after he was elected, Mr Wallis ceased to be a director 
of the following companies: Fields Associates Ltd, Rapid Data 
Recovery Ltd, Fields Data Recovery Ltd, Quickie Divorce Ltd, 
Fields Group Ltd, Fields Holdings Ltd and Digzoo Ltd. 

A spokesman for BCBC said: “The council can confirm that 
it has received a letter-before-action from Fields Group Limited. 

“This relates to FOI responses provided previously by Bridgend 
County Borough Council. 

“Due to the possibility of ongoing proceedings, the council 
cannot comment further at this stage.” 

The Glamorgan GEM asked Mr Wallis for a comment, but he 
declined.

Big party to mark woman’s 
100th birthday 


A RESIDENT at Albert Edward Prince of 
Wales Court in Porthcawl has celebrated 
her 100th birthday. 

Sylvia Pike enjoyed a big party with her family 
and friends; she was presented with a birthday cake, 
while everyone sang Happy Birthday! She was 
delighted to receive official birthday cards from 
Her Majesty the Queen, and from First Minister of 
Wales, Mark Drakeford. 

Sylvia was bom in 1920 in Pontygwaith in the 
Rhondda; she had two sisters and a brother who 
died at a young age from tuberculosis, and tragically 
her mother died from the same disease when Sylvia 
was just 14. Sylvia recalls how poor people were in 
the mining valleys, but her family didn’t go hungry 
because her father kept pigs and grew vegetables. 

On leaving school, Sylvia worked as a cashier 
and book-keeper in Pegler’s, a grocery store. She 
was known for her accuracy in the days before 
calculators. Sylvia later met her husband Ron at a 
dance and they married in 1941. Ron passed away 
in 2017, aged 100. 

Sylvia worked as a seamstress in Bridgend. She 
recalls that much of her work involved dealing with 
American servicemen who wanted alterations to 
their uniforms. She found them very polite and was 
surprised and pleased to be addressed by them as 
“Ma’am”. 

Sylvia and Ron had two children, Lynn and 
Steven. Daughter Lynn describes her mum as an 
excellent cook, who sewed and knitted all their 
children’s clothes. 

Porthcawl has always been special to Sylvia and 
her family, so in 2013 it felt like the obvious place 
for them to retire to. Sylvia, who still enjoys knitting 
and watching the bowls, says that her secret to reach¬ 
ing 100 is: “clean living” and “not overindulging”. 
She also says that “feeling content at the home has 
helped”, adding: “I’ve never had so many friends!” 

Hannah Hutchinson and Mandy Kilpatrick- 
Evans, activities coordinators at Albert Edward said: 
“Sylvia is a really special lady. She keeps telling 
everyone how kind they are to her, but if you knew 
her you would realise it is so easy to be kind to 
her - she is a gem.”

THE volunteer RNLI crew from Porthcawl launched 
the charity’s Atlantic 85 lifeboat on service for 
the first time this year on Wednesday afternoon 
(January 8) to rescue a surfer who had been swept 
around a headland in a rip current. 

The volunteer crew were paged by UK Coastguard at 3.12pm 
and tasked to the incident alongside the Llantwit Major Coastguard 
team and the Coastguard Rescue Helicopter. 

The surfer was trapped beneath cliffs and the Porthcawl inshore 
lifeboat, Rose Of The Shires, was launched after onlookers from 
the shore raised the alarm by dialing 999 and asking for the 
Coastguard. 

Chris Missen, helm of Porthcawl Lifeboat said: “As we headed 
to the location visibility was fairly poor with a sea fog. However, 
as we arrived on scene the crew spotted the surfer almost 


immediately, beneath the cliffs. 

“Once the surfer saw our lifeboat he re-entered the water 
and started to paddle out through the surf. The conditions were 
fairly challenging, with breaking waves of up to two metres but I 
managed to position the lifeboat in the surf zone, so that the crew 
could pull the surfer from the water. 

“Once we got him safely onboard the surfer told us how he’d 
been caught in a rip current and swept around the headland.’ 

Aileen Jones MBE, RNLI Deputy Launch Authority said: “The 
crew did a great job in difficult conditions. There was a heavy 
swell and the tide was still incoming, meaning it was time critical 
as the surfer was trapped beneath the cliffs. 

“The RNLI has some great information regarding rip currents 
and staying safe if surfing through the winter months on its 
website: RNLI.org.” 


TB outbreak declared at 

prison 


TWO more cases of tuberculosis - or TB - have been 
confirmed at HMP Parc in Bridgend, health chiefs 
have revealed. 

Investigations were launched just before Christmas after four 
cases of the disease were reported in the jail. 

The infected inmates have responded well to treatment and 
pose no ongoing public health risk. Three of them are no longer 
at the prison. 

Public Health Wales, which has declared an outbreak of the 
disease, is working with Cwm Taf Morgannwg University Health 
Board, HMP Parc and Her Majesty’s Prison and Probation Service 
to undertake a screening at the jail. 

Dr Gwen Lowe, consultant in communicable disease control 
for Public Health Wales, said: “As part of our investigations, we 
have identified two additional TB cases linked with the cluster in 
HMP Parc. We have revised the response status accordingly, but 
we are reassuring staff and prisoners that this is a usual step in our 


response to incidents of this nature. 

“TB is difficult to catch. It requires close, prolonged contact 
with someone who is infectious for a person to become infected. 
The infection can be treated with antibiotics, and a complete cure 
is possible in most instances.” 

TB is an infection usually affecting the lungs, but any part of 
the body can be affected. 

Anyone can catch TB by breathing in the bacteria in tiny 
droplets sneezed or coughed out by someone who has TB in their 
lungs. 

The most common symptom of TB in adults is a persistent 
cough. Other symptoms can include weight loss, a high tempera¬ 
ture, and sweating, particularly at night.

Stand together to mark the Holocaust 


BRIDGEND County Borough Council in partner¬ 
ship with Bridgend College is inviting residents to 
attend a free event to commemorate the victims and 
honour the survivors of the Holocaust and subse¬ 
quent genocides. 

The event, on Tuesday, January 21 at 10.30am at the Sony 
Theatre, Bridgend College will explore the theme for 2020, which 
is ‘Stand Together’, exploring how genocidal regimes throughout 
history have deliberately fractured societies by marginalising 
certain groups. 

The theme aims to encourage attendees to stand together with 
their friends, colleagues and neighbours to speak out against 
oppression. 

The council will welcome special guest Dieudonne Ganza 
Gahizi, a survivor of the 1994 genocide against the Tutsi in 
Rwanda. Ganza, a filmmaker and the founder of ‘Best Hope 
Rwanda’, a charity for genocide survivors, will speak about 
his personal experiences and the impact of losing more than 50 
members of his family. 

Despite what has happened to him, Dieudonne Gahizi-Ganza 
delivers a message of peace, hope and forgiveness. He now 
focuses his time on offering counselling to other victims and 
supporting people affected by HIV/Aids and those who often face 


stigma, discrimination and abandonment. 

In line with tradition, the seven statements of commitment will 
be read out during the event by key members of the public, plus 
a candle of remembrance will be lit by the Mayor of Bridgend 
County Borough, Cllr Stuart Baldwin. The event also features 
music and an act of reflection, with Bridgend College students 
compering the ceremony and giving a performance to close the 
event.

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Telling the 
tale of 
Bowrington 
robbery 


THE Llynfi Valley 
Historical Society 
has just published 
its 10th book, enti¬ 
tled The Bowrington 
Robbery. 

The book is a crime 
novel based on factual 
events. 

Bill Howells, the soci¬ 
ety’s archivist, told The 
GEM: “In November 
1847, the two ironmas¬ 
ters of the Llynfi Iron 
Works, John and Charles 
Bowring, travelled to 
Bridgend in their horse 
drawn gig to collect the 
workers’ weekly wages 
of over £1,000 pounds. 

“On the return jour¬ 
ney, at a point opposite 
the entrance to the 
present day Wepa Paper 
Mills, they were stopped 
by two workers from 
the ironworks. The two 
were Irishmen who held 
a grudge against their 
employers and sought 
revenge by stealing the 
payroll and escaping to 
Ireland. 

“The horse was shot 
dead and the two escaped 
with the money and 
made their way south 


over Margam mountain. 
The alarm was raised and 
a posse from the iron¬ 
works itself chased the 
culprits and eventually 
apprehended them. 

“They were later 
tried and convicted at 
Bridgend Magistrates 
Court and sentenced to 
deportation for life to 
Australia. 

“The way the story is 
written is very different, 
as it is presented in the 
vernacular of the day 
and the way ordinary 
people then spoke in the 
growing township of 
Bowrington - as Maesteg 
was then known. 

“In addition, as the 
story unfolds the history 
of the various locations 
mentioned is given, mak¬ 
ing it a true historical 
fact-based novel.”

120 pages with some 
illustrations, is priced at 
£7 and is available in out¬ 
lets in Maesteg.

Work gets underway on £634,000 
village hall scheme 



WORK has begun on a new village hall 
in Ogmore-by-Sea in a project with the 
trustees of the Ogmore Village Hall 
Association working in partnership 
with the Vale Council to secure funding 
towards the ambitious £634,000 build. 

The Ogmore-by-Sea Village Hall Association has 
been the driving force behind the project, which will 
see the former toilet block on open land adjacent to 
Sion Lane redeveloped to provide a community hall. 

Pene Haskayne has long hoped a village hall 
could be built in Ogmore and now that dream is set 
to become a reality. 

Long-time resident Pene, Ogmore Village Hall 
Association Trustee and Committee member said: 
“This is a special day and we really feel like we’ve 
achieved something. I’m really pleased to see work 
start on this building, which will be an important 
focal point for Ogmore. 

“This will be somewhere to meet, it will be for 


everything and everyone. Everybody is so enthu¬ 
siastic, we’re going to need a good timetable to fit 
everybody in!” 

The hall will serve the local community and be 
available to hire for weddings, christenings, funerals, 
sports and social events. It will include quiet space 
that can be used for classes and sit within landscaped 
green open space. The building, designed to be a 
focal point will also include a cafe to help with the 
hall’s sustainability and also create jobs. 

In total, the project will cost £634,000, £332,000 
of which will come from Section 106 contribu¬ 
tions secured by the Vale Council from nearby 
housing developments and £6,000 from the its 
Strong Community Grant Fund. The Association 
have also secured money from the EU via Welsh 
Government Rural Community Development Fund. 
The Community Facilities Programme and the Big 
Lottery have also provided generous grants. 

Cllr Kathryn McCaffer, Vale Council Cabinet 
Member for Leisure, Arts and Culture, said: “I 


know the community has worked extremely hard 
to ensure this project became a reality and for that 
they deserve immense credit. I am pleased that that 
the Vale Council has been able to transfer a piece of 
land over to the community which will now house 
this beautiful hall.” 

Chairman of the Ogmore by Sea Village Hall 
Association, Eugene Travers Jones said: “It is great 
to see our contractor partner Holbrook Homes start 
work on site. The effort put into delivering a hall has 
truly been community based particularly given that 
the residents have been trying to achieve this since 
the early 1970s. I am sure the community hall will be 
a successful facility enjoyed by all in the community 
and I’d like to particularly thank the large number 
of individuals and companies who have given their 
time and money to help us finally achieve our goal.” 


Postcard sent 103 years 
ago from war camp is 
finally delivered 


A POSTCARD sent by Corporal Edward 
Lobb from a Prisoner of War camp in 
Poland during World War One has finally 
been delivered. 

Catherine Foulkes, the great-granddaughter of the 
Penarth Council officer who was the intended recip¬ 
ient of the postcard, has acquired the correspondence 
some 103 years after it was sent in 1917. 

Ms Foulkes’ great-grandfather Jonathan Meazey 
worked for Penarth Council and during World War 
One, with his wife Kitty, he organised food and 
clothing parcels for prisoners of war in Germany 
and Poland. 

They sent one parcel with a pre-printed postcard 
inside to Corporal Edward William Lobb, who had 
been bom in Penarth and grew up in Dock Street, 
Cogan. 

Edward sent the post card back to Jonathan 
Meazey confirming that he had received the parcel. 

The postcard never arrived, and it was only thanks 
to a former Penarth resident, Vilis Paul Kuksa, that it 
finally came home. 

By chance, Vilis saw the postcard advertised as 
part of a job lot and contacted Catherine. 

She put in a successful bid and so 103 years after 
being sent, the postcard finally came home! 

Ms Foulkes said: “It’s a real pleasure to have been 
reunited with this postcard sent to my great-grandfa¬ 
ther over 100 years ago. I would now like to show it 
to descendants of Edward Lobb. 

“I know that he married Martha Courtney and 
they lived at 133 Plassey Street, Penarth. They had 
two children, Alexandra May, bom in 1912, and 
William John, bom in 1919. 

“Alexandra married Alfred Ray Dugmore and 
they also lived in 133 Plassey Street. Alexandra died 
in 2004 and William John Lobb died in 2001 so the 
search has ended there. 

“If anyone knows the whereabouts of descendants

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Authority makes U-turn on slashing 
services thanks to extra cash boost 


CUTBACKS which could have deci¬ 
mated a range of services in Bridgend 
from CCTV and street cleaning to adult 
community learning will no longer take 
place over the coming year, after the local 
authority received an unexpected hike in 
its core funding. 

Bridgend County Borough Council undertook a 
public consultation on a raft of funding cuts, warning 
it was reaching ‘breaking point’ and was set to face 
its ‘toughest year.’ 

During the last decade, the local authority has 
made £68m cuts - almost a third of its 2009/10 
budget. 

But in December, Welsh Government unexpect¬ 
edly announced a funding increase for all councils 
from April, with Bridgend receiving an additional 
£8.8m from last year’s settlement. 

The local authority said it meant a planned rise in 
council tax of 6.5% could now be reduced to 4.5%. 

It means it has to find £2.4m to balance the books, 
far less than it had first feared before the settlement 
announcement. 

As a result, the new proposed budget sees many 
of the threatened cuts being withdrawn, reduced or 
deferred. 

Deputy leader Hywel Williams said: “As the 
settlement from Welsh Government has been better 
than expected, we have been able to revisit the 
results of the extensive public consultation carried 
out last year, and have revamped our budget pro¬ 
posals to reflect people’s views as much as possible. 

“Council tax currently funds around 30% of 
our services, and it remains an important source 
of funding. The consultation revealed that 64% of 
people would be prepared to pay an additional 6.5% 
council tax, so at 4.5%, the settlement has helped us 
to strike a balance between a fair increase and the 
ongoing protection of essential services. 

“However, the funding position beyond 2021 is 
far less certain. Austerity is not over, and difficult 
decisions will still have to be made to safeguard our 
services for the future. 

“Nevertheless, this settlement has helped us to 
ensure that our budget strategy remains fit for 
the future, and is capable of meeting all further 
challenges.”

Council leader Huw David said: “I am particularly pleased that the settlement 
has enabled us to develop proposals which seek to protect key services, such as 
the £4m uplift in funding for all schools and support for children with additional 
educational needs. 

“These proposals, which are available to view on the council’s website, 
will be carefully considered by cabinet before being reviewed in-depth by all 
overview and scrutiny committee councillors, and then a final version will be 
reported to full council next month.” 

Here we take a look at some of the key changes: 

Schools 

A planned 1% cut in school funding is being withdrawn. Schools will 
receive an additional £4m to help towards supporting additional learning needs, 
increased pupil numbers, teacher pay and pension awards. However, the council 
warns it will be necessary for headteachers and governing bodies to plan ahead 
because the forecast pressure on budgets means cuts will be unavoidable in the 
future. 

Within the education directorate, the council plans to make £50k cuts by 
reviewing staffing structures. It also wants to reduce its contribution to the 
Central South Consortium by 10%, which is around £50k. 

When it comes to home to school/college transport, the council is planning to 
cut £150k over the next two years. This involves withdrawing transport for all 
learners benefiting from an ‘identified and available’ safe route to school - in 
line with statutory distances of two miles for primary school pupils and three 
miles for secondary school pupils. A public consultation took place on the 
proposals at the end of last year. 

On hold are the council’s plans to remove escorts on taxis and minibuses that 
travel with less than eight pupils to primary schools - but it could happen next 
year. Some pupils are taken to school by taxi or minibus because they have a 
disability, or are accessing alternative education arrangements. 

The council is also looking at removing all post-16 transport with any 
decision likely to be made in the coming year - if approved, it would begin in 
2021 - 22 . 


CCTV 

The council’s plans to stop providing CCTV services are on hold but it 
could happen in 2021/22 when a potential £300k cut is proposed. There are 
currently 92 cameras across the county set up to watch traffic and help prevent 
crime. The cost for rental, maintenance and staffing is around £372,000 a year. 

Street cleaning: The council’s original proposals would have seen services 
become reactive, meaning street cleaners would only deal with prioritised 
complaints about fly-tipping and bin emptying rather than carry out regular 
cleaning. This is now on hold - but it still could happen in 2021/22. 

Waste collection and Community Recycling Centres 

The council is looking at increasing charges for its green waste service, from 
£28.30 per household to £38.30 from April. The charge for collection of three 
bulky waste items would also increase from £15.50 to £20. 

Meanwhile, community recycling centres are likely to see their opening hours 
cut by one hour per day. There are currently three community recycling centres 
in the county - Brynmenyn, Maesteg and Tythegston. 

The council had been considering closing one entirely or closing each one for 
one weekday every week - this could still happen in 2021/22. 

Leisure 

The council is looking at making cuts of £70k this coming year from leisure 
centres and swimming pools - it will be reviewing the number of facilities and 
will consider reductions in services or opening hours. 


Sports playing fields and pavilions 

According to the budget proposals, the council plans to transfer its pitches 
and pavilions through its Community Asset Transfer (CAT) scheme to sports 
clubs or organisations like town and community councils by May/June 2020. 

The council has said it will increase charges by up to 500% for sports clubs 
who use facilities that have not transferred from September 2020, to achieve 
full cost recovery.

A CHARITY darts com¬ 
petition in Porthcawl 
drummed up some £250 
for a ward at the Princess 
of Wales Hospital in 
Bridgend recently. 

The event, held at The 
Swan Inn, was put on in 
memory of Hayley Williams’ 
husband Andrew, who died 
on the hospital’s Y Bwthyn 
Newydd ward in May 2018. 

The mixed pairs competition, 
held on Boxing Day, raised 


£250 for the hospital ward. 

Ms Williams said: “I 
chose this charity as the 
staff were extremely won¬ 
derful with Andrew’s care. 

“In all £250.08 was 
raised through money for 
entries, generous donations 
and a raffle on the day. 

“I would like to thank every¬ 
one for their generosity and 
participation in the competition 
and my sincere thanks also goes 
to Zowie and Alan Smith for 
organising this fantastic event.”

It plans to save £300k from its budget from 2021/22. Where asset transfers 
occur the sports club will be expected to fully fund the ongoing maintenance 
of the facility. 

The council has also warned there could be cuts to the number of children’s 
play areas in the future, and has asked town and community councils to come 
forward if they are interested in taking responsibility for them through the CAT 
process. 

Libraries 

The council has earmarked £20k cuts from library and cultural facilities and 
related services with plans to review the numbers of libraries and community 
centres. There could also be reductions in services or opening hours. 

Day care services 

There are plans to remodel day service provision for older people and 
learning disability services with £180k cuts planned over the next two years. 

Adult Community Learning: The council had considered cutting its £133k 
support to the adult community learning team which works across the county, 
helping adults overcome barriers that can prevent them reaching their potential. 

But this is now on hold with the proposed cut having been deferred to 
2021/22. 

Social services 

Reviews of staffing structures across adults and children services are planned 
with cuts totalling £375k over the next two years. The council warns there will 
be staff cuts leading to reduced capacity within teams across the directorate. 

Shopmobility 

The council will consider introducing a charge for users of the Shopmobility 
facility in Bridgend Town Centre as it plans to cut its £18k funding for the 
service. According to officers, popularity of the service is generally declining 
with a significantly reduced number of users. 

They said changes in technology have meant that lightweight, affordable 
scooters have now greatly increased in private ownership, compared to when 
the facility was introduced. The council has said that if the service is not viable 
it will close. A consultation with those who use the facility is planned. 

Town centre events 

Town centre events like the Classic Car Show and Wartime Bridgend appear 
to be safe, with the council no longer due to cut its funding in the coming year. 

However £ 12k of the £23k fund it uses for these events is earmarked for cuts 
in 2021/22. 

Strategic events 

The council had proposed to cut its £40,000 strategic event fund, half of 
which goes on providing support services for the Elvis festival in Porthcawl like 
street cleaning, road closures and portable toilets; these cuts are now on hold. 

Bridgend Business Forum 

Funding of £35,000 for the Bridgend Business Forum could end within the 
next two years - with an £ 18k cut planned from April 2020 and the remaining 
amount ended the following year. 

The forum, established in 2008 provides local business people with an 
opportunity to meet new customers and suppliers, leam new skills, share best 
practice, and keep up to date with issues that could affect their business. As well 
as regular meetings the forum delivers business skills workshops, networking 
events and the annual Bridgend Business Forum Awards. 

The council plans to look at reducing its costs and increase charges for run¬ 
ning the forum for specific events, saying if they are accepted the impact should 
be minimal. But it says there is a risk that the level of support and the number 
of events may need to be reduced to support the savings planned. 

Porthcawl Marina 

Berth fees at Porthcawl Marina could increase with a review planned of the 
marina. The council said it wants to see the marina run on a full cost recovery 
basis. 

It wants to cut its entire £2 5k budget for the marina over the coming year.

AM seeks assurances over 
Brexit’s financial implications 


ASSEMBLY member Huw Irranca-Davies 
has sought an assurance that Wales will not 
lose out financially because of Brexit. 

The Ogmore AM asked First Minister Mark Drakeford 
at the National Assembly what discussions he has had 
with Prime Minister Boris Johnson about the planned 
shared prosperity fund. The fund is intended to compen¬ 
sate Wales and other parts of the country for European 
structural funding that will be lost once the UK has left 
the European Union. 

Mr Irranca-Davies said Mr Drakeford had rightly stood 
firm on the principle of “not a penny less, not a power 
lost” in respect of the shared prosperity fund. 


But he added: “Over the last year, there has been little 
if any real engagement by the UK Government with the 
Welsh Government, and little detail beyond that headline.” 

He feels there is a need to work in a cross-border way 
on funding initiatives across the UK. 

Mr Irranca-Davies said a steering group which he chairs 
would welcome a more open and transparent engagement 
from the newly-elected UK Government and the new 
Welsh Secretary on the shared prosperity fund. 

He urged Mr Drakeford to engage with the UK 
Government on these matters on the very clear principle, 
as was guaranteed, of not a penny less and not a power 
lost.

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Delight as circus 
ban moves closer 


MEMBERS of the Senedd 
have unanimously backed the 
general principles of a law 
which will ban the use of wild 
animals in travelling circuses 
in Wales. 

A vote took place on the floor of the 
Welsh Parliament on January 7 with 
all Members in favour - meaning a ban 
on the ‘out-dated practice’ draws ever 
nearer. RSPCA Cymru has long led 
the campaign to outlaw the use of wild 
animals in travelling circuses in Wales, 
with the country now one step closer to 
joining 45 others across the world who 
have taken some action on the issue. 

Politicians from across the political 
spectrum highlighted RSPCA calls to 
further improve the legislation, includ¬ 
ing removing potential loopholes, 
tightening enforcement provisions and 
bringing the law into force. 

The animal welfare charity has 
labelled this latest development ‘great 
news for animals’, as it plans to con¬ 
tinue working with decision-makers 
as the Bill continues its legislative 
journey. Dr Ros Clubb, RSPCA sen¬ 
ior scientific manager specialising in 
captive wild animals, said: “This vote 
was great news for animals - with 
the spectre of wild animals in travel¬ 
ling circuses one step closer to being 


consigned to Wales’ history books. 

“The transient nature of these cir¬ 
cuses make things so difficult for the 
animals. Forced training, unsuitable 
accommodation, difficult journeys and 
unnatural social groupings all likely 
compromise their welfare and are a 
source of stress. We’re so grateful 
to everyone who has backed the 
RSPCA’s long-standing campaign on 
this issue. It will make such a powerful 
statement when this out-dated practice 
is finally brought to an end in Wales. 

“We look forward to continuing 
to work with the Welsh Government 
and Members of the Senedd to ensure 
this ban is as effective as possible, and 
comes into force as soon as possible.” 

The RSPCA’s campaign has 
incorporated numerous consultation 
responses, scientific papers, briefings, 
polling, public-facing events, street 
stalls, campaign actions and more. 

Some 9,000 people previously 
backed an RSPCA Cymru petition 
calling for action, which paved the 
way for the Welsh Government to 
commission an independent review 
of evidence related to animal wel¬ 
fare of animals used in travelling and 
non-travelling circuses. This found 
that life in a travelling circus was not a 
‘good life’ nor a ‘life worth living’ for 
wild animals.

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Concerns over plans 
for more biomass 
incinerators 


THE Welsh Government 
has been asked if it intends 
blocking the building of more 
biomass incinerators in Wales. 

South Wales East AM Mohammad 
Asghar asked at the National 
Assembly about the Government’s 
attitude towards generating energy 
from biomass incinerators. 

He said that campaigners in Barry 
have called for an immediate stop to 
work on the biomass incinerator in 
the town, and he also understands 
there is concern about another incin¬ 
erator being built on the Wentloog 
Levels near Newport. 

Mr Asghar asked for a statement 
from Environment Minister Lesley 
Griffiths on Government policy 


is regard to biomass incinerators, 
and whether she plans to impose a 
moratorium on approvals of such 
developments in future. 

Government Organiser Rebecca 
Evans said Swansea AM Mike 
Hedges had recently raised a similar 
issue. 

She said that Ms Griffiths had sup¬ 
plied Mr Hedges with information 
about the Government’s policy on 
incineration, and she was sure she 
would also be keen to share it with 
Mr Asghar. 

Ms Evans said: “We are currently 
considering the report from WSP 
on the adequacy of the environment 
statement prior to public consulta¬ 
tion in terms of the Barry biomass 
incinerator.”

AM cautions against 
‘anglicisation’ of 
Welsh place names 


ASSEMBLY member Suzy Davies has 
lent her voice to comments made by jour¬ 
nalist and broadcaster Huw Edwards on 
the ‘anglicisation’ of Welsh place and 
building names, following a report on 
news website nation.cymru. 

Mr Edwards - one of the stalwarts of BBC 
News - took to social media concerned at how 
Welsh is, in some cases, becoming a victim of 
what has been termed “linguistic cleansing”. 

Examples given include Porth Trecastell 
becoming ‘Cable Bay’, and the deconsecrated 
church of Nantcwnlle, now a private residence, 
becoming ‘Dunroamin’. 

With his tongue perhaps in his cheek, Mr 
Edwards added: “I propose replacing London 
with its old Welsh name ‘Caerludd’. No? Ah. I 
thought not.” 

Mrs Davies, Shadow Minister for the Welsh 
Language, said: “Huw makes an amusing point, 
but no less powerful for its cheekiness. 

“However, that it follows the news report 
yesterday that Transport for Wales (TfW) had, 
according to a leaked report, broken the law over 


its use of the Welsh language, makes for quite 
sad reading. 

“We Welsh Conservatives supported a back¬ 
bench bill to protect Welsh place names, but 
neither the Welsh Government no Welsh Labour 
supported it, and the bill was defeated by three 
votes. 

“Huw is a such a well-known figure - from 
election night coverage to commentating on the 
annual Festival of Remembrance; presenting 
the BBC’s flagship news programmes and com¬ 
mentating on royal events - that I wonder if he 
could use his influence on not only this issue, 
but perhaps also to bring more news from this 
devolved nation to the UK as a whole. 

“Rarely does Wales - or Scotland and 
Northern Ireland - feature on mainstream media 
news across the UK. 

“Even when reports are flagged up as relevant 
in England only, we’re not told what the position 
is in the other UK nations. It’s time that news 
from all nations in the UK is reported to the 
country as whole, because understanding our 
present is every bit as valuable as understanding 
our history.”

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Parents suspected of 
smacking 
children will face 
police investigation, 
letter says 


A MINISTRY of Justice 
letter confirms that parents 
suspected of smacking will 
face police investigation if the 
Welsh Government’s bill to 
outlaw reasonable chastise¬ 
ment passes. 

The letter, sent at the end of last 
year to David TC Davies, MP for 
Monmouth, and seen by the Be 
Reasonable campaign, says: ‘...if the 
law changes and the police receive a 
report or a complaint that a child has 
been physically punished by an adult, 
they will investigate that report and 
decide what action to take, if any, 
based on the facts’. 

It also confirms that information 
about parents who smack their chil¬ 
dren will be recorded by the police 
and could appear on an individual’s 
Disclosure and Barring Service (DBS) 
check. 

‘Convictions will always show on 
police records,’ it says. ‘Whether they 
appear on Disclosure and Barring 
Service (DBS) checks will depend 
on: the type of check the person is 
applying for; whether their conviction 
is spent under the Rehabilitation of 
Offenders Act; and whether their 
conviction is eligible to be filtered 
from standard or enhanced DBS 
certificates...’. 

There are different levels of DBS 
check, but even standard DBS checks 
show details of spent and unspent 
convictions, cautions, reprimands and 
final warnings held on police records. 

Jamie Gillies, spokesman for the Be 
Reasonable campaign, commented: 
“The letter co nfi rms that loving par¬ 
ents will be investigated by the police 
for smacking and could be cautioned, 
and even prosecuted. Information will 
be seen on DBS checks by employers 
with potentially career-ending impli¬ 
cations if the parent in question is say 
a doctor, a nurse, a teacher or a care 
worker. 

“Does the Government really want 
this for parents in Wales? The stress 
and turmoil of police investigations 


and even criminal convictions, simply 
because they have used mild physical 
discipline? That would be highly det¬ 
rimental to the family home. I think 
most sensible people in Wales see the 
smacking ban as quite draconian.” 

The news follows the publication 
of a survey of Welsh councillors, 
which revealed huge opposition to a 
smacking ban, with more than 7 in 10 
opposed to a ban, and 9 in 10 saying 
councils do not have the resources to 
cope with one. 

Analysis showed opposition was 
consistent across party lines, with 
a majority of councillors who 
responded from each of the main par¬ 
ties saying parents should be allowed 
to use reasonable chastisement with 
their children: Labour (59%), Plaid 
(65%) Conservative (100%), Lib Dem 
(56%) and Independent (90%). 

The findings indicate a stark 
divide between the views of local 
politicians and members of the Welsh 
Assembly, who are due to vote on the 
Government’s bill in the final Stage 
3 and Stage 4 debates on Tuesday 
21 January and Tuesday 28 January 
respectively. 

The survey also highlights deep 
concern over the implementation 
of a ban at local authority level. A 
staggering 9 in 10 councillors said 
they do not believe their council has 
sufficient resources to cope with addi¬ 
tional pressures brought about by a 
smacking ban, whilst 8 in 10 said 
social work teams would fail to cope 
with additional caseloads. 

Almost 8 in 10 councillors felt 
that the Government should finance 
the implications of a smacking ban 
“as fully as necessary over time” 
and provide “public assurances that 
no other frontline services will be 
affected as a consequence of the Bill 
diverting resources”. 

These recommendations, made by 
the Welsh Assembly Children, Young 
People and Education Committee 
during scrutiny of the Government’s 
plans, were rejected by Deputy 
Minister for Health and Social 
Services Julie Morgan.

Serious crime unit seize some 
£2m and make 300 arrests

THE police unit tasked with 
tackling serious and organised 
crime across south Wales has been 
involved in more than 300 arrests 
and seized more than 30 kilo¬ 
grammes of drugs during 2019. 

Tarian, the south Wales regional organ¬ 
ised crime unit, is tasked with tackling seri¬ 
ous and organised crime and managing the 
threat posed from crimes such as firearms 
supply, county drugs lines, child sexual 
exploitation, cybercrime and modem day 
slavery. 

In 2019 officers from the unit arrested 47 
people, secured jail sentences of 199 years 
for both dmgs and cybercrime, recovered 
six weapons under the Firearms Act, and 
seized 21.6 kilograms of Class A dmgs and 
10 kilograms of cannabis. 

Tarian supported other forces and partner 
agencies which have led to an additional 
265 arrests, secured jail sentences totalling 
289 years for CSAE, dmgs, fraud and 
prison offences. 

More than £2 million has also been 
confiscated by the unit from convicted 
criminals under the Proceeds of Crime Act, 


and four account freezing orders have been 
secured using new legislation introduced 
this year. 

Officers use a range of specialist tactics 
and work closely alongside police forces 
and partner agencies to dismpt dangerous 
offenders operating across the Gwent, south 
Wales and Dyfed Powys Police force areas. 

Detective Superintendent Richard 
Williams, head of the regional organised 
crime unit said: “It’s been a really success¬ 
ful year for Tarian as we continue to grow 
and expand our capabilities. 

“Thanks to the hard work of our officers 
and partner agencies, a large number of 
prolific criminals spent Christmas behind 
bars and we’ve taken a significant quantity 
of dmgs and illegal firearms off the streets. 

Successes for Tarian this year 
include: 

• Operation Jackdaw when 26 members 
of an organised crime group who ran a 
multi-million pound dmgs supply business 
across south Wales were jailed for more 
than 200 years. 

• Since January 2019, Tarian assets 
have identified 80 paedophiles online and 
worked with forces across the region and 


the whole of the UK to bring these offend¬ 
ers to justice, resulting in 80 children being 
safeguarded. Several foreign offenders 
have also been identified and the team has 
worked with international partners in those 
countries to bring offenders to justice. 

• The Regional Economic Crime Unit 
utilised powers under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act to obtain confiscation orders against 
convicted criminals of £2,040,157.48 and 
the unit secured four account freezing 
orders using new legislation introduced 
during the year. 

• The Asset Confiscation Team (ACE) 
which is part of the Regional Economic 
Crime Unit recovered £770,491.02 from the 
enforcement of previously imposed confis¬ 
cation orders, and also obtained 304 prison 
default days against those individuals who 
were not prepared to pay their confiscation 
orders or engage in the process.

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Chefs to represent Wales at the 
Culinary Olympics

TWO well prepared teams of chefs will be flying the 
Welsh flag as they take on the best in the world at the 
prestigious IKA Culinary Olympics in Stuttgart next 
month. 

The senior and junior teams will join around 2,000 chefs and pastry 
chefs from more than 60 nations at the biggest and oldest international 
culinary art exhibition from February 14 to 19. 

Senior Culinary Team Wales will be led by Nick Davies, culinary 
craft trainer with Cambrian Training, Welshpool, who combines the 
roles of team manager and member while Sergio Cinotti, from the 
award-winning Gemelli Restaurant, Newport, takes over the captaincy 
for the first time.

Humphris from Coleg y Cymoedd and Thomas Martin, a freelance 
chef from Pontypridd.

The senior team has held four events to run through the dishes it will 
cook for the Restaurant of Nations - one element of the competition - 
at the Culinary Olympics. 

The chefs complete preparations with a sold-out dinner at Cobra 
Rugby Club on January 17. 

The team met on January 2 to run through its chefs edible buffet, a 
new element introduced for the Culinary Olympics and will complete 


last minute fine tuning at a final training session on February 3. 

“The team has a good mix of seasoned competitors and new mem¬ 
bers who have brought some fresh ideas to the table,” said Nick, who 
will be competing at his fifth Culinary Olympics. 

“Most of the chefs will be competing at the Culinary Olympics for 
the first time and are understandably excited by the prospect. They 
have bonded very well. Our Restaurant of Nations menu is looking and 
tasting good and we are perfecting the chefs edible buffet, which is 
being introduced for the first time at the Culinary Olympics.” 

The team’s Restaurant of Nations menu for 110 covers opens with a 
starter of halibut, prawn, ravioli, textures of peas, asparagus and wild 
garlic and Carmarthen ham. Main course is marmalade glazed duck 
breast, confit leg bon bon, skin granola, root vegetable terrine, carrot 
puree and port jus. Dessert is rhubarb, apple, white chocolate, stem 
ginger and pistachio. 

The junior team, captained by Callum Smith, The Lion and 
Pheasant, Shrewsbury, includes pastry chef Alys Evans, Llanerch 
Vineyard, Pontyclun, Dalton Weir, Home Cooking, Llandudno, 
Morgan Read, Brook House Mill, Denbigh, Lara Walker, Celtic 
Manor Resort, Newport, Alice Yeomans, Belmond Le Manoir aux 
Quat’Saisons, Great Milton, Oxford and James Jarvis, Sebastians 
Restaurant, Oswestry. 

The talented young chefs complete their Restaurant of Nations menu 
run through with a lunch at Grwp Llandrillo Menai, Rhos-on-Sea on 
January 28. They put the final touches to their dishes and the chefs 
edible buffet at a training bootcamp this week. 

The team’s Restaurant of Nations menu features a starter of 
Pembrokeshire scallop and roe croquette, seabass ceviche, chilled 
avocado, gin and elderflower cucumber. Main course is dry aged fillet 
and short rib of Welsh Beef, sourdough crouton, onion puree and Butty 
Bach jus. Dessert is chocolate black cherry chilled fondant, white 


chocolate and griottine cherry custard, creme fraiche sorbet, sesame 
tuille and sour cherry gel. 

Both manager and coach are pleased with the young team’s progress 
and are looking to the final practice dinner to fine tune the chefs ready 
for the Culinary Olympics. Most of the chefs are aged between 19 
and 21. 

“Alys competed with the senior team at the Culinary World Cup 
in November 2018 and two members went as commis chefs to gain 
experience,” said Michael. 

“The junior team is better prepared than we have ever been. Our 
Restaurant of Nations menu is packed with flavour and requires lots 
of different skills from the chefs. With 50 per cent of the hot kitchen 
marks awarded for flavour, we are hoping to score well for taste. The 
main course is braised Jacob’s Ladder and a small fillet of Welsh Beef, 
which seems to be working well with the people who have tasted it. 

“Danny is working on the menus and has introduced some elements 
of the dishes that helped him to win the Northern Europe heat of the 
Global Chef Challenge.

Wales Air 
Ambulance flies 
to the rescue

service at their recent meeting. 


THE Wales Air Ambulance 
was the subject of the presenta¬ 
tion at the Cowbridge U3A. 

Guest speaker Wendy McManus, 
their community co-ordinator, had the 
audience captivated as the story of the 
helicopter ambulance service in Wales 
unfolded. There are currently four 
bases in Wales, each with a helicop¬ 
ter, at Llanelli (the HQ), Welshpool, 
Caernarfon and in Cardiff Bay (home 
to the children’s heli-ambulance), 
with approximately 2,500 missions 
now being undertaken annually. This 
coverage ensures that anywhere within 
the Principality is within a 20 minute 
flight time. Each helicopter carries an 
A & E consultant and a critical care 


practitioner trained to a higher stand¬ 
ard than a paramedic. The service sta¬ 
tioned in Cardiff specialises in trans¬ 
ferring children between UK hospitals, 
as well as the usual emergency flights. 
The Welsh Air Ambulance, with cur¬ 
rent operating costs of £6.5 million per 
annum (rising by a further £2 million 
when the 24/7 service starts), is a 
registered charity, supported wholly by 
public donations. The next meeting: 
‘Why does China...?’, an analysis of 
the Chinese way of living by Geoff 
Henderson, takes place at 2pm on 
February 12 in Cowbridge Town Hall.

TRANSPORT for Wales is 
pleased to announce that they 
have renewed over a half a 
million concessionary bus 
passes. 

Over the past few months, 
Transport for Wales has been manag¬ 
ing the reissue programme on behalf 
of Welsh Government and all Welsh 
local authorities to replace all over- 
60 and disabled persons’ bus passes 
with new-style Concessionary Travel 
Cards. 

The original expiry date for the old 
bus passes was December 31, 2019: 
however, last month TfW announced 
a period of grace and is urging those 
who have yet to apply to do so as 
soon as possible, before the February 
29 deadline. 

Recent figures reveal that 67% of 
all existing active card holders have 
made an online application to renew 
and 83% of users of cards in the last 
12 months have also made an online 
application. 

Ken Skates, Minister for Economy 
and Transport said: “This is an impor¬ 
tant milestone and one that demon¬ 
strates the scale of the work that has 


been undertaken so far. The grace 
period is ongoing and once again I 
would like to encourage anyone who 
hasn’t renewed to apply, and ensure 
you can continue to benefit from the 
bus pass in the long-term.”

Call for tech enthusiasts to help 
blind and partially sighted people 


A VETERAN RNIB volunteer 
is encouraging people across 
Wales to help blind and partially 
sighted people access life-changing 
technology. 

Dickon Oliver from Wenvoe has been 
a technology support volunteer for RNIB 
for almost 40 years. After originally volun¬ 
teering in 1978 for some years, he started 
again in 2000. Dickon, a retired engineer, 
is now supporting RNIB’s call-out for 
Welsh technology enthusiasts to join the 
volunteering team. 

There are currently 111,000 people 
living with sight loss in Wales and this 
number is set to double by 2050. For many 
blind and partially sighted people, being 
able to use the right devices, apps and 
gadgets is crucial to living an independent 
and fulfilling life. 

However, it can be difficult for people 
with sight loss to access the technology 
that will help them the most. Setting up 
a new computer, tablet, smartphone or 


e-reader is often challenging, especially for 
older users. 

RNIB is committed to offering techni¬ 
cal support to blind and partially sighted 
people across Wales. Its Technology For 
Life team, led by friendly tech support vol¬ 
unteers, help with all kinds of technology 
queries and issues over the phone or via 
email, support learning sessions and share 
tech skills at IT hubs, and provide one-to- 
one support to people in their homes. 

Dickon said: “Volunteering in tech¬ 
nology support for RNIB brings me so 
much satisfaction. As I had a technical 
background, I thought it would be nice to 
use my knowledge to help others and make 
a tangible difference to the lives of blind 
and partially sighted people. 

“The job has obviously changed a lot 
since I first started volunteering. In the 
1970s all we really needed to do was fix 
Talking Book tape players, but now there is 
a huge range of technology available to help 
blind and partially sighted people to live 


independent, fulfilling lives. Technology 
has come so far and has changed so many 
people’s lives. It is nice to feel like a small 
part of that puzzle by volunteering. 

“I volunteer between two and three 
hours per week and meet so many inter¬ 
esting people by doing home visits. If you 
have a bit of spare time and enjoy meeting 
new people I would definitely recommend 
signing up.” 

Hannah Rowlatt, RNIB Technology For 
Life coordinator Wales, said: “Our tech¬ 
nology services are built on volunteer-led 
delivery, and we‘re always looking for 
more technology volunteers to help us 
coordinate and organise our services. If 
you believe in the power of technology to 
increase wellbeing and transform lives and 
are interested in volunteering, we’d love to 
welcome you to the team.”

NOT a great deal of external activ¬ 
ity at Fonmon Apiary at present. 

However, when conditions are suitable 
with no rain, light wind and, of course, 
the appearance of the sun, some bees are 
venturing out; but this is mainly cleans¬ 
ing flights. What are cleansing flights? 
Throughout the winter months, the colony 
does consume the internal stores and this 
consumption does require that bodily 
waste be excreted. If the weather is such 
that the bees cannot get out, unlike our¬ 
selves they can retain this waste until times 
are suitable. 

Hive cleanliness is strictly observed 
throughout the year. 

Should the mild conditions continue, 


the colonies will respond accordingly: the 
queens have started to lay some eggs and 
this means that I must be ready to meet the 
increase in colony numbers. 

How will I do this? The boxes that will 
increase the room have been cleaned and 
gone over with a flame-gun. The frames of 
drawn comb that the bees will need to store 
pollen and nectar are at present stored in 
vermin-proof clear plastic storage boxes. 

Why use clear boxes? I must be able to 
observe the wax in these combs throughout 
this period of non-use by the bees, because 
they may well have eggs of the wax moth 
on them and if I do not take measures to 
obviate this, those eggs would develop into 
larvae which would eat their way through 


the wax combs, rendering them totally 
unusable by the bees. 

Having stored the combs securely 
against attack by mice, I must add acetic 
acid-soaked pads to prevent any wax moth 
eggs from developing into the dreaded 
larvae. The wax moth is a night flyer and 
can gain access to the hives despite the best 
endeavours of the bees. This process goes 
on throughout the year but a strong colony 
is able handle this invasion and control 
the attempted ravages of the larvae. The 
beekeeper must take the appropriate action 
to protect the stored combs.

A LOCAL charity says breaking 
free from debt is the best goal you 
can work towards in 2020. 

The Aberkenfig branch of Christians 
Against Poverty (CAP) runs a debt help 
service, in partnership with the churches in 
Aberkenfig. Aberkenfig Debt Centre man¬ 
ager Nicola Thomas said: “Financial prob¬ 
lems feel overwhelming but there is free 
help available. If you are worrying about 
how to deal with money after Christmas, do 
not delay: make the call today and we can 
deal with it together. 

“Our lines reopen on January 20 to take 


on new clients and we have a freephone 
number - 0800 328 0006 - to make it as 
easy as possible to get in touch. The team 
are ready and waiting for your call so that at 
the beginning of 2020, you can start on the 
journey towards getting out of debt. They’ll 
make an appointment for you with with a 
debt coach from Aberkenfig Debt Centre 
and one of the local churches in the group, 
who will come to visit you in the privacy 
of your home. 

“Poverty affects the whole household,” 
said Nicola, adding that one in three (27%) 
CAP clients grew up in a home affected 


by debt and four in five (80%) said debt 
negatively affected their children. 

Former client Carol said about working 
with CAP: “When you’re stressed and 
anxious, you’re very short tempered. I 
wasn’t sleeping or eating properly, I wasn’t 
looking after myself. When I think about 
it now, I felt so awful that I’d got into that 
situation where I couldn’t feed my family.” 

The majority of CAP’s clients (66%) 
have waited more than a year before seek¬ 
ing help, revealing that people are suffering 
in the grip of poverty while help is a phone 
call away. 


Top tips on how to create a 
secret oasis of calm 


CREATING a secret oasis of calm in your garden 
that provides a bit of privacy and a peaceful place 
to sit and relax or catch up with friends and family 
doesn’t have to be complicated or costly. 

By taking some simple garden planning ideas and adapting 
them, you can achieve your perfect hideaway without resorting to 
planting a huge conifer hedge. If your existing fencing is unsightly 
give it a makeover by painting it or covering it in climbing plants: 
they will add softness to a fence, encourage wildlife and provide 
fragrance. 

If you choose wisely, they can also be evergreen to give a bit 
of structure to the garden in winter. Jasmine is a classic scented 
climber, while something like Clematis armandii is semi-evergreen. 
A covered seating area not only adds a bit of height, it allows 
you to have a secluded hideaway in which to enjoy the garden 
well into the late summer evenings. A comer of the garden can 
be a good place for a structure with a solid roof - or an open roof 
decked in climbers. Clematis montana will cover a pergola in no 
time, or for repeat-flowering go for scented roses. 

Evergreen screening is very effective at blocking out unsightly 
views while providing a sense of seclusion. For the smaller gar¬ 
den, have a row of single or trained trees, whose branches become 


dense over time such as the evergreen Magnolia grandiflora or 
Acer platanoides for training. Alternatively, plant hedging that 
provides shelter and acts as a sound barrier. Try a living wall with 
herbaceous plants, including edibles, grown in pockets and fixed 
to a wall (great for adding interest to plain brickwork). 

An arbour makes a delightful seating space and can be erected 
against a fence, the side of a house, or be freestanding. Smothered 
in jasmine, wisteria, roses or evergreen climbers, it’s not only 
lovely to look at but a natural sanctuary - and with the addition 
of a bench or garden seating can be a go-to place for unwinding 
at the end of the day. 

As dreams of sitting in a sunny spot in the garden get closer 
to becoming a reality as the days get longer, there are things that 
need doing in the garden. As the garden comes to life again, it’s 
time to pmne shrubs and climbers, such as Wisteria as well as 
evergreen hedges. According to the RHS, jobs for this month 
should include: 

Prepare vegetable seed beds and sow vegetables under cover; 
protect blossom on apricots and peaches; pmne winter flowering 
shrubs that have finished; pmne Wisteria; pmne hardy evergreen 
hedges; pmne conservatory climbers; cut back deciduous grasses 
and remove dead grass from evergreen grasses. 


Expansion plans 
for radio station 


BRO Radio, the community 
radio station for the Vale of 
Glamorgan, is excited to 
announce that industry regu¬ 
lator OFCOM, has approved 
plans for the station to improve 
and extend its FM coverage in 
2020. The plans will not only 
see the station boost its existing 
FM coverage in Barry, but 
also launch a new frequency, 
100.2FM, for listeners in and 
around Llantwit Major. 

Bro Radio has always had strong 
ambitions to fill the gap in local radio 
services across the wider Vale since its 
launch in 2007. 

As it heads into its 11th year on air, 
it will start to make those ambitions a 
reality. 

Since OFCOM initially informed 
Bro Radio’s directors of the FM 
extension approval in October 2019, 
the team have been working with its 
engineers to design and cost the works 
required to install the new infrastruc¬ 
ture as soon as possible. 

This will mean new equipment 
being installed to increase the existing 
coverage area, while also plugging 
some existing transmission gaps and 
improving the quality of the signal to 
Sully, Dinas Powys, Penarth, Rhoose 
and Wenvoe. 

Later this year, the station will begin 
work to install additional infrastructure 


at a new site, which will mean that Bro 
Radio will be heard in Llantwit Major 
and the surrounding areas on 100.2FM, 
bringing Bro Radio to these locations 
for the very first time. 

Operations director Nathan 
Spackman said: “This is a really excit¬ 
ing time for everyone at Bro Radio. 

“We have always striven to see 
Bro Radio become a station for the 
Vale and by undertaking this work, 
we are now on our way to making that 
possible. 

“We are going to be making 
improvements to our FM coverage 
from our Barry transmitter at the end 
of this month and I hope listeners will 
see immediate improvements to our 
coverage. 

“Work in Llantwit Major is expected 
to take a little longer, as we are not 
able to undertake the required work 
until we secure the £7,500 in funding 
to make it possible. 

“Anyone wishing to support our aim 
of bringing Bro Radio to the rural Vale 
should get in touch, we would love to 
hear from you.” 

It is hoped the improvement and 
extension work will provide listeners 
in the majority of the Vale with a 
strong FM signal for their local radio 
station.

MP challenges government 
to fix school funding 


VALE of Glamorgan MP Alun Cairns 
has challenged the Welsh Government to 
use the boost in education funding from 
Westminster to change their current 
school funding formula, which currently 
underfunds schools in the Vale. 

School funding has been the subject of a long¬ 
standing dispute between local authorities, like the 
Vale of Glamorgan and the Welsh Government. 
Figures show that under the current settlement, 
schools in the Vale of Glamorgan receive signif¬ 
icantly less funding than schools in other local 
authorities across Wales. Welsh Government sta¬ 
tistics show that the per-pupil budgeted expenditure 
in the Vale of Glamorgan for 2019/20 is over £600 
below the Welsh average. In addition, data col¬ 
lected by teaching unions, including NAHT, shows 
that 92% of schools in the Vale of Glamorgan have 
received a cut in per-pupil funding since 2015. 

Last summer, the National Assembly for Wales’ 
Children, Young People and Education Committee 
produced a report into school funding in Wales. 
Among other things, it recommended a review into 
the funding system and identifying the basic mini¬ 
mum cost of running a school and educating a child 
in Wales, before allocating additional resources 
required for other factors such as deprivation and 
sparsity and local circumstances. 

Almost six months after the release of the report, 


Mr Cairns says the Welsh Government has failed 
to act and has called on the Education Minister, 
Kirsty Williams AM, to introduce the change that 
Vale schools need. 

He has pointed to the additional funding for edu¬ 
cation from Westminster, which sees Wales receive 
£120 for every £100 spent per head in England, as 
the perfect opportunity to fix the funding crisis. 

As a longstanding campaigner for fair school 
funding, Mr Caims has met with headteachers from 
across the Vale to discuss the challenges that the 
underfunding is creating for schools and the impact 
it has on delivering for pupils. Together they are 
reviving the challenge to the Welsh Government. 

Mr Caims said: “The underfunding of Vale 
schools by the Welsh Government is completely 
unacceptable. The UK Government has just given 
a significant boost to education funding, resulting 
in an uplift for Wales. Unfortunately, the Welsh 
Government have still refused to deal with it. This 
is despite the committee report finding that it needs 
to be reviewed and the Education Minister initially 
agreeing to the recommendation.” 

He added: “I have written to the Education 
Minister to bring the matter to her attention once 
again and I am aware that headteachers locally 
have also demonstrated the challenges they face 
due to underfunding. It’s vital that this is dealt with 
at the earliest opportunity, to ensure that our pupils 
have the best opportunities in their education.” 


AM calls for debate 
on musical heritage 
of the valleys 


HUW Irranca- 
Davies has called 
for the National 
Assembly to help 
celebrate the 
“incredible musical 
cultural heritage” 
of the south Wales 
valleys. 

The Ogmore AM says 
he was delighted some 
years ago to unveil a 
plaque commemorating 
the first-ever public 
performance of ‘Hen 
Wlad fy Nhadau’ at the 
now-demolished Tabor 
Chapel in Maesteg. He 
said the composition that 
was to become the Welsh 
national anthem was 
first sung in public by a 
16-year-old in the chapel 
vestry. 

Mr Irranca-Davies 
told AMs: “More 
importantly, very shortly 
there’s an exciting com¬ 
memoration coming up 
of Daniel James ‘Bad 
Boy’ Gwyrosydd, who 
was the author of the 
lyrics of Calon Lan. 
It’s fascinating because 
of its heritage as one of 
the favourite songs and 
hymns in Wales. 

“Daniel James 


Gwyrosydd was known 
as Bad Boy because he 
was as fond of the public 
house as he was of the 
pulpit.” Mr Irranca- 
Davies said myth has 
it that Calon Lan was 
composed on the back 
of cigarette papers in the 
Blaengarw Hotel across 
the road, and there’s 
no reason to doubt it. 
He told AMs: “We are 
commemorating that 
very shortly. There’ll be 
a choir coming in and a 
social event that Daniel 
James Gwyrosydd would 
have loved, alongside 
commemorations in 
Swansea - his place of 
birth - to recognise that.”

Sully Indoor bowlers 
start their year 
in fine form 


SULLY Indoor Bowls Club 
have had a brilliant beginning 
to 2020 with a week of success 
on the bowling green. 

The first success was the fantastic 
achievement of Gerry White, Andrew 
Harvey, Rod Hudson and skip Ken 
McLeod, of Sully IBC who won the 
senior fours Welsh national title. The 
four now go on to represent Wales 
against the other UK countries at 
Llanelli in March for the honour of 
UK champions. 

The Vale v Ogwr: The second 
success came on Wednesday last week 
when the newly formed O’60 side at 
Sully Stadium, the Vale travelled to 
Bridgend to play Ogwr in a champion¬ 
ship game. This game was important to 
many of them, as they had not played 
any games outside of the Sully stadium 
and the experience gained would be 
most invaluable for their and the club’s 
future success. 

The game began as expected with 
some players taking time to adjust to 
the unfamiliar pace and surroundings 
of the green. While the learning period 
was going on the experience of players 
Paul Gray and Fred Phillips kept the 
scoreboard ticking over in the Vale’s 
favour. The rink of P Gershenson, J 
Kirk, R Richards and skip John Best 
who appeared to be a Sully banker 
were up against an inspired home team 
who didn’t allow the visitors a shot 
until the 7th end, and were holding a 
7-0 lead; but the Vale rink fought back 
to be only one behind by the 10th end. 

The comeback didn’t last long as the 
Ogwr rink extended their lead to six by 
the 15th end; the Vale ri nk responded 
over the final ends losing out by just 
two shots 13-15. 

The rink skipped by Graham 
Carlisle with Chris Bates, Tony Frowd 
and Chas Burton had a frustrating time 
with the game always close; but the 
odd mistake giving shots away cost the 
visitors dearly, finally losing 18-26. 
The rink of Bob Knight, John King, 
Bob Matthews and skip Fred Phillips 
were always in command winning 13 
of the 21 ends to win by 11 shots: 19-8. 

The highlight of the afternoon was 
the rink of Alun Rees, Terry Collins, 
Trevor Murphy and skip Paul Gray 
who demolished the opposition with 
some outstanding bowls, especially 
from skip Gray winning by 27 shots: 
36-9. The Vale, although winning by 
28 shots (86-58) and taking 10 points 
to Ogwr’s four were disappointed not 
to get maximum points; but still an 
excellent result for their first season in 
the league. 

Sully v Taff Ely: The champion¬ 
ship side travelled to play Taff Ely at 
Pontypridd on Saturday to play on their 
three rink green. This fixture always 
causes the selectors a headache as two 
sessions have to be played, three morn¬ 
ing games and three afternoon games; 
therefore selection is vital so that not 
too many changes have to made to 
the regular rink teams. With morning 
and afternoon sides picked Sully felt 
confident enough to repeat their per¬ 
formance of the reverse fixture, where 
they gained full points at Sully. This 
fixture always proves difficult and to 
win there is always a struggle. The 
morning games began as expected with 
all rinks finding the going tough; and 
by the fifth end the home side held a 


14-9 lead. By the end of the 10th the 
Sully boys were beginning to find their 
length and line and had gone into the 
lead by a single shot. 

The Sully players were now begin¬ 
ning to turn the screw and the rinks 
skipped by Ken McLeod and Brian 
Griffiths had advantages of 17-10 and 
18-10 respectively, while Dave Curtis’ 
ri nk was sharing the spoils at 12 apiece 
allowing the visitors an excellent 15 
shot advantage with six ends to play.

In these days of pampered pros, 
many of whom wouldn’t step on the 
first tee without having a full body 
massage and a session with a sports 
psychologist, it’s worth remembering 
Freddy once stuck both his own and 
his mate’s clubs over his shoulders, 
jumped on the back of a motorbike, 
drove to Halifax, won the competition 
before hopping back on the bike and 
driving back to Barry. 

RIP Fred - they broke the mould 
when they made you.

Whether you’re a fully-fledged vegan or 
an intrigued vegan novice, we have your 
back. Our selection of vegan recipes will 
help you commit to a delicious month of 
vegan dishes. For a tempting savoury dish, 
why not try Chantenay carrot Thai-style 
satay stirfry? It serves two, has a prepa¬ 
ration time of five minutes and a cooking 
time of 12 minutes, handy when you’re in 
a hurry. 

You’ll need: 

3 tbsp peanut butter 

3 tbsp sweet chilli sauce 

2 tbsp soy sauce 

300g straight to wok noodles 

1 tbsp oil 

1 thumb-sized piece ginger, peeled and 
grated 

3 garlic cloves 

150g - 200g Chantenay carrots, sliced 

300g green stir-fly vegetables 

1 small handful basil leaves 

25g roasted peanuts, roughly chopped 

What to do: 

Mix the peanut butter, chilli sauce, 
100ml water and soy sauce to make a 
smooth sauce. 

Put the noodles in a bowl and pour boil¬ 
ing water over them. Stir gently to separate, 
then drain thoroughly. 

Heat the oil in a large frying pan, then 
stir-fly the ginger, garlic and Chantenay 
carrots for two minutes. 

Add the rest of the veg, then stir-fry over 
a high heat for 1-2 mins until the vegetables 
are just cooked. 

Add the noodles and stir-fry for another 
minute or so. 

For something warming, try Isle of 


Wight Tomato Vegan Curry. It serves 
four, has a preparation time of 10 minutes 
and takes 35 minutes to cook. 

You’ll need: 

500g tomatoes 

3 tbsp vegetable oil 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

2 tbsp grated ginger 

1 thinly sliced red onion 

1 deseeded and chopped red chilli 

1 tsp lightly crushed fennel seeds 

V 2 tsp paprika 

V 2 tsp turmeric 

1 tsp ground cumin 

1 tsp ground coriander 

12 curry leaves 

400g cherry tomatoes 

400g can chickpeas, drained and rinsed 

100ml vegetable stock or water 

What to do: 

Cover the tomatoes with boiling water 
in a bowl and leave for 3 minutes. Drain, 
cover with cold water, then peel off the 
skins and then chop the tomatoes. 

Heat the oil in a frying pan. Add the 
garlic and ginger. Fry for a minute then 
add the onion and chilli. Fry gently until 
soft and then add the spices and fry for 2 
minutes. 

Add the chopped tomatoes, curry leaves 
and stock or water. Simmer for 10-15 
minutes on a medium heat until thickened 
- add a little extra water if it’s too dry. 
Add the cherry tomatoes and chickpeas, 
season and simmer for 5 minutes until the 
cherry tomatoes are soft but still holding 
their shape. 

Scatter with fresh coriander and serve 
with coconut yoghurt and mango chutney, 
rice and chapatis if you like! 

Who doesn’t like something sweet? 
The Berry World Crumble Traybake is 
crumbly and fruity, the perfect traybake for 


picnics, snacks or lunch boxes. The recipe 
makes 18 bars, has a preparation time of 20 
minutes and a cooking time of 40 minutes. 
You’ll need: 

For the filling: 400g red gooseberries, 
trimmed, 200g sugar, 1A tbsp cornflour. 
For the crumble: 

300g self-raising flour 

200g porridge oats 

250g vegan sunflower spread 

175g muscovado sugar 

lOOg pumpkin seeds 

ltbsp agave or maple syrup, optional 

What to do: 

First make the filling. Put the gooseber¬ 
ries, sugar and cornflour in a saucepan on a 
medium heat and bring to a simmer. Cook, 
stirring occasionally 8-10 minutes until the 
sugar has dissolved and the juices become 
thick and jammy. Set aside. 

Heat the oven to 190C/170C fan and line 
an oven dish approximately 18cm x 25cm 
with greaseproof paper. 

In a bowl, combine the flour, oats and 
spread in a bowl and rub together with your 
fingers. Gently break up the spred until the 
mixture looks like coarse crumbs. 

Stir in the muscovado sugar and pump¬ 
kin seeds, again using your fingers to break 
up the lumps of sugar, then tip half of the 
mixture into the prepared oven dish and 
press down firmly with your hands. 

Spread the berry mixture over the base 
then top with the rest of the crumble and 
press down again, as firmly as you can 
without squishing the fruit out. If using, 
drizzle the top with syrup then bake for 
35-40 minutes until golden. 

Allow to cool in the dish then cut into 18 
bars and keep in an airtight tin. 

This recipe works with any berries such as 
strawberries, raspberries or blackcurrants.

Two very busy months for camera club 


THE November programme at Barry 
Camera Club started with a visit from 
Oliver Herbold, a talented photographer 
and software engineer born and raised in 
Germany. 

He shoots a lot of architecture, low light, portrait, 
landscape and nature photography but his presenta¬ 
tion to us was on long exposure photography. 

Compared to most of our speakers, Oliver is a 
newcomer to the hobby but he has certainly made 
up for that in the quantity of work he has produced! 
He showed some examples of his early work and 
how he wasn’t happy with the results; but when he 
discovered long exposures gave a dynamism and a 
sense of flow and movement to an image, he knew 
he had found his niche. 

He demonstrated how a long exposure can be used 
in gathering light when there is little, smoothing out 
motion and enabling reflections on rippled water, 
making passers-by disappear in a shot and creating a 
sense of movement in clouds. 

Expounding on his maxim “longer is not necessar¬ 
ily better”, and that there is an optimum time to give 
the effect needed, depending on the shot, he rounded 
off the evening giving examples of before and after 
with his workflow in Lightroom and Photoshop. 

This was a very inspiring and informative talk 
which engendered a lot of audience interaction and 
was well appreciated by the members. 

On November 8, we were given a talk at the club 
by Nick Jenkins AWPF, ARPS entitled ‘My Journey 
Into The Landscape’. 

Nick is a prolific landscape photographer; he 
undertakes professional contracts in all genres but 
his main love is the landscape. He started with 
pictures taken during his visits to Iceland showing 
the bleak, volcanic landscapes, the small picturesque 
churches and some very interesting long exposure 
shots of Aurora Borealis, the Northern Lights, many 
of them shown in the portrait format. 

From Iceland we moved south to the Lake District 
where Nick showed us in photographs how a change 


in the physical position one shoots from has a huge 
impact on the final print. Following on from the 
Lake District he showed work taken in the Elan 
Valley, Brecon Beacons, Dartmoor and Nash Point 
on the Heritage Coast using polarising filters to 
emphasise the blue in the skies and neutral density 
filters to block out some light and allow long expo¬ 
sures to create the visual effect of the flow in the sea. 

Nick’s final, and perhaps most important message 
to us, was that there are no rules in landscape 
photography and if you like it - that’s fine! Just do it! 

A very interesting night with some thought-pro¬ 
voking work. 

On November 15 we travelled to Rhiwbina 
Camera club for a three-way battle with Rhiwbina 
and Merthyr Camera Clubs and following a strong 
showing from all three we were very pleased to 
come out with a win. 

November 22 was a ‘members’ evening’ at the 
club where led by Phil Stilman we blacked out the 
room and experimented with ‘light painting’ using 
sparklers, coloured gels, light trails and shadows. 
This was quite an eventful evening and it will be 
interesting to see what results the members have 
come up with! 

The last Friday of the month is always dedicated 
to our monthly competition and as ever the entries 
were split into three groups: colour prints, mono¬ 
chrome prints and projected images. Our judge was 
Les Loosemore. He made awards as follows: 

Colour Prints: First prize and 20 points went to 
Philippa Evans for ‘Mr Kingfisher’. Second prize 
and 19 points to Roy Carr for ‘Dawn At The Pier’, 
and third prize with 18 points again to Roy for his 
‘Autumn Falls’. 

Monochrome Prints: First prize and 20 points 
went to Pat Hollis for ‘Alone’, second prize and 19 
points to Roy Carr for ‘Tees Transporter’ and third 
place with 18 points to Kathy Edwards for ‘Best of 
Friends’. 

Projected Images: True to form the biggest entry 
was for projected images - not all members have 


the capability to make prints from their images. The 
standard was just as high and Les finally arrived 
at these final placings: First prize and 20 points to 
Heulwen Roberts for ‘The Meeting Place’, second 
prize and 19 points to Roy Carr for a landscape shot 
entitled ‘Through The Valley - Glencoe’ and third 
place with 18 points to Neil Davies for ‘Bay Day’.

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New Peugeot 208 GT gets a thumbs up 

on size and handling 


THIS is my first review of 2020 - so 
let me start with saying I wish you all 
a very Happy New Year. 

Right, now that’s out the way, let’s get on with 
this week’s review of the new-look Peugeot 208 
GT Line. 

But, before I do, I just wanted to say that over 
the Christmas & New Year period, I spoke to a 
lot of people at various shows and celebrations 
and one of the topics that constantly came up 
was EVs. 

Many people have told me that this year they 
are ditching their petrol engine vehicles and are 
instead going out to buy their first EV. 

So, to align with this - I plan on testing a lot 
more EVs throughout 2020 which I hope will 
help you decide if you want to join the ‘green 
revolution’ or like me, you think we’re just not 
quite there yet and you would rather wait a little 
bit longer. 


Power and Efficiency: 

The 1.2-litre PureTech petrol engine has a 
0-62 time of around 9.9 seconds and a top speed 
of 117mph. Fuel consumption is good, giving a 
combined figure of 53mpg. So: how well does it 
get a move on? Well, it moves along quite nicely. 
That 1.2 petrol engine is smooth; the 6-speed 
gearbox is slick, and the gear changes are direct 
and firm. 


On the road: 

The 100PS engine was enthusiastic and pretty 
much purred its way along. Into the comers the 
chassis felt poised and tight, even when dealing 
with our worst roads. Plus, when the tarmac gets 


twisty, the 208 is fun to drive; it’s a little corker, 
giving you maximum grip in and out of every 
comer. The steering also felt direct and perfectly 
balanced, with plenty of feedback on what all 
four comers are doing at any given time. 

Interior & Technology: 

I’m so glad to see that the designers at Peugeot 
have finally paid a lot of attention to the detail 
inside the cabin of the new 208 - it’s now 
refreshing and modem. The seats are comfy, 
once you get the correct adjustment. When it 
comes to the boot - the space is OK, with more 
room than I expected there to be. Tmst me on 
this - you will be very surprised just how much 
you can fit in. Rear legroom was also not bad. 

On the inside: 

There’s plenty of standard equipment, which 
included fitting in a family with minimal effort. 
Plus: 17” ‘Camden’ diamond-cut two-tone alloy 
wheels, gloss black wheel arch extensions, GT 
Line badging, active safety brake, ABS with 
EBD, Thatcham Category 1 approved alarm, 
ESP with Hill Start Assist, Peugeot i-Cockpit 7” 
colour touchscreen, DAB radio & 6-speakers, 
automatic headlights and tyre pressure sensors.

To sum up: 

I like the new 208 because of its practicability, 
plus it’s a hoot to drive. It also has bags of power 
for a small car, along with plenty of space on the 
inside.

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A sad farewell to racing’s 
Dillwyn Thomas 


WELSH point-to-point racing has 
lost one of its greatest characters with 
the death of Bridgend farmer Dillwyn 
Thomas who during his long life, 
owned, bred and trained many point- 
to-point winners. 

As it says on the blurb of his excellent book A 
View From The Main Ring - A Farmer’s Journey, 
which he published with the help of author and 
journalist Gaina Morgan in 2013, farmer and 
horse breeder Dillwyn Thomas has been centre 
stage in his role as a Royal Welsh Agricultural 
Honorary Director in horses main ring, display and 
commentaries. 

This year, the Prince of Wales presented him 
with a Silver Armada dish to mark his retirement. 

The Queen presented him with the RWAS Life 
Vice Presidency in 2004. 

I knew Dillwyn and his late wife Barbara for 
more than half a century, and in my role as a point- 
to-point racing correspondent, I had the pleasure 
of reporting on the many winners they trained over 
the years. 

Barbara would often deputise for me when I was 
unable to attend a meeting or when there were two 
Welsh point-to-points - one in west Wales and one 
in south Wales - held on the same day in the good 
old days of Welsh hunt-racing. 

Barbara was a leading rider in her own right 
and there is a picture of her in my book The Races 
Came Off - The story of point-to-point racing in 
South and West Wales, when as Barbara Staien, she 
won the Ladies’ Welsh Grand National on Drake at 
St Athan in 1948. 

Another picture in the book shows Dillwyn, 
along with Jackie Savage and Denzil Jenkins, with 
winners Cariff Princess and Cefn Fancy. 

The late Rose Harry of Dinas Powys also won 
on Dillwyn’s Cariff Princess which was a regular 
runner at Penllyn when racing was held there in 
the 1950s. 

Some hunt-racing enthusiasts from the Vale will 
remember another good winner of Dillwyn’s - a 
chestnut gelding called Summer Days 11, which 


was partnered by the late Edmund Roberts. 

Another successful point-to-pointer of the 
Thomases was the bay mare Cefn Duchess, also 
ridden by Edmund Roberts. 

Cariff Princess, owing to printers’ errors, often 
appeared on the racecard as ‘ Cardiff Princess'. 

A winner of an Irish point-to-point, she was 
hunted with the Worcestershire pack for two or 
three seasons and Mr Thomas obtained her at the 
Ascot Sales for just 40 guineas. 

Dillwyn, who was MFH of the Llangeinor Hunt 
for ten years, trained around 200 winners all told, 
and many of them were ridden by Tim Vaughan, 
Dai Jones and Paul Hamer. 

He had about 20 stallions standing at his stud 
over the years and one, Haven, was runner-up in 
the Irish Derby when ridden by the famed Lester 
Piggott. 

Some other good point-to-pointers he trained 
were Daisy Miller, Cefn Soloman, Light Steel and 
Threes A Crowd. 

In 1971, Dillwyn and Barbara presented trophies 
which go to the leading Welsh riders every year 
so their names will be remembered by those riders 
who are awarded them at the end of each season. 

If you would like to know more about Dillwyn 
and Barbara Thomas, then get hold of a copy of 
Gaina Morgan’s book.

Too many yellow cards, 
but a win for Athletic 


AFTER remaining 
unbeaten in winning 
Ospreys Youth C East 
league and gaining pro¬ 
motion before Christmas, 
Bridgend Athletic Youth 
warmed up with a friendly 
away at Llandaff North 
before starting their 
Ospreys Div B campaign 
this Saturday at home to 
Kenfig Hill. 

Both sides tried to make light 
of a gluepot pitch by attempting 
to play attractive dry day rugby. 
It was the Athletic who had 
the cutting-edge players on the 
day, running out 1—0 victors 
with three well-worked tries. 

Centre Callum Reed was 
one such and made an early 
break, but was held inside the 
Llandaff North 22. Athletic 
wing George Tellem then 
chased back a difficult kick and 
showed skill in turning defence 
into attack. Prop Elliot Key 
won a line out inside his own 
22 and fooled the opposition 
with a dummy, before showing 
great pace to reach the Llandaff

A combination of good home 
side defending and the Athletic 
conceding a high penalty count 
kept the game scoreless until the 
25th minute. Athletic scmm half 
Thom Lewis took a quick pen¬ 
alty on the home 22 and quick 
passing involving Ryan Neagle 
and Tom Reed saw lock Morgan 
Thomas power over under the 


posts. Rhys Williams converted. 

Athletic flanker Josh 
Llewellyn was yellow carded 
shortly after for a late tackle. This 
sparked an intense eight min¬ 
utes of Llandaff pressure inside 
the Athletic 22. The Athletic 
pack, with strong tackles from 
Brandyn Fooks, Ben Owen and 
Ryan Neagle again showed why 
the team had only conceded four 
tries in seven league games. To 
the delight of defence coach Paul 
Yardley, the team weathered the 
storm to lead 7-0 at half time. 

The Athletic introduced 
Keegan Thomas, Harrison 
Morgan and Josh Tidy at the start 
of the second half. Centre Tom 
Reed broke into the Llandaff 22 
and when the move was cleared, 
Athletic wing Tom Davies 
collected the kick and passed 
to lock Morgan Thomas who 
ran like a wing for 40 metres 
along the touchline before 
throwing an inside scoring 
pass to Rhys Williams to cross 
and then convert his own try.

Bennett broke clear from one 
move and with great pace ran 
around several defenders on an 
unstoppable 40-metre run to the 
try line.

ON an afternoon that saw bitter
